Mtr. de Valera’s Offer. 

Mr. de Valera and his Chief of Staff 
have ordered all persons who are now in 
arms against the Vree State to “suspend 
aggressive action’ as from noon on 
Monday next. This part, at least, of 
the document which we publish to-day 
is quite clear, and everybody will hope 
that the suspension of bloodshed and 
destruction may be, in fact, the end 
of them. What Mr. de Valera offers 
fof the moment, however, is only a 
truce pending proposed negotiations for a 
final cessation of hostilities, and the body 
of his document sets forth his suggested 
basis of negotiation. Unfortunately, in 
this vital matter he has failed to realise 
the necessity of plain and direct language. 
We confess that, after a very careful 
study of Mr. de Valera’s proposals, we are 
not in a position to enlighten our readers 
because we have been unable to enlighten 
ourselves. The two opening clauses may 
be interpreted to mean either that he now 
accepts the fait aceompli of the Free State 
or. that he continues to reject it. The 
third clause seems to imply that Mr. de 
Valera is really ready to submit himself 
to the people’s will. It accepts the people 
as the ultimete court of appeal and de- 
clares that, even if their decision at a 
general election is unjust, it ought not 
to be resisted by violent means. Yet in 
the fourth clause Mr. de Valera claims that 
men must be free to sit in the nation’s 
Parliament even if they refuse to take the 
oath of allegiance to the netional Constitu- 
tion. This claim obscures the whole’ 
purport of the proposals. 

If, as Mr. de Valera says, he desires 
“a speedy and just ending to the present 
national troubles,’’ the way is easy and 
simple. By submitting himself and his 
followers unreservedly to the will of the 
people he can have permanent peace within 
the next twenty-four hours. Such sub- 
mission is, in his own words, “the demo 
cratic alternative to arbitrament by force,” 
and no pains or penalties will be attached 
to it. It is, we believe, the earnest wish 
of the vast majority of citizens of the Free 
State that the end of this miserable and 
cost] H strife shall represent a true amnesty. 


.The ‘only necessity which the Republican 


a ‘required to recognise is tle neces- 
obedience io the Free State so long 

as aa Sta the political and material 
embodimen the people's will. A general 
election must be held before the end of 
this yeer, and at the first Convention 
of Cumann na wGaedheal yesterday 
Ministers spoke as if they felt that their 
term of office was drawing to a close. 
To-morrow Mr. de Valera and his followers 
may turn themselves into law-abiding 
citizens, aud a few months hence they may 
invite the constituencies to upset the Free 
State and to establish a Republic. If the 
electors are prepared to accept the con- 
sequences, Mr. de Valera will have won 
by votes what he has failed to win by 
violence. What the consequences would 
be is, of course, as Mr, Kipling says, 
“another story.” ‘This, however, is the 
severe logic of the situation, and Mr. de 
Valera, being a logician, ought to accept it. 
In the meanwhile the Free State holds 
the field, and its Government is the 
responsible guardian of the people s lives 
and property and peace. In its fulfilment 
of that weighty trust there are two things 
which the Government cannot do. It 
cannot make any terms which would com- 


promise the security of the State and it 


cannot tolerate the existence of outrage 
and disorder. There is one thing, however, 
which it can do, and ought to do: it can 
remove every removable obstacle from the 
path of settlement. These two “oannots ”’ 
and one “can ' must govern its attitude 
to Mr. de Valera s overture. By them it 
must test the feasibility of his proposed 
basis of negotiation. By them also it must 
be influenced in its response to the 
country’s longing for action that will 
hasten the return of peace. It wil] be 
the universal] hope to-day thut the “ offen- 
sive operations’ to which Mr. de Valere 
hes called a halt may not be renewed at 
all. No doubt, some reply, formal or 
informal], will be made immediately to the

Education and the Farm. 

The current number of The Irish Home- 
stead contains ten special articles on 
agricultural education in Iveland which 
ought to be read by every Irishman who 
has the future weliare of his couhtry at 
heart.. No matter what progress may bo 
made in ,industria] development, Ireland 
is, and must remain, an agricultura! 
country par excellence. Factories may be 
built, mine shafts may be sunk, schemes 
of water-powst may reduce the nation’s 
dependence on imported coal; but in tho 
leng run the touchstone of the Free State's 
economic prosperity will be the measure of 
its agricultural progress. The writers in 
The Iriah Homestead declare that a healthy 
agricultural economy can be produced ir. 
Ireland only through the medium oí 
education, and to that end they suggest 
various ways in which the State can foster 
the nation’s staple industry. All the writers 
are sons oí farmers, and, although idealists, 
their upbringing has given them severely 
practical ideas. They want agriculture fo 
play a far greater part in the education of 
the young Irish citizen than it has played 
in the past. They agree, very wisely, as 
we think, that no attempt should be made 
to introduce vocational training into the 
system of primary schools; but in the 
secondary schools, and, above all, in the 
universities and higher training colleges 
they urge that agriculture and its 
ancilliary subjects shall be encouraged 
as much as possible. In the primary 
schools boys and girls ought to be given 
the foundations of a good general educa- 
tion, on which efterwards the super- 
structure of vocational training can be 
built. An agricultural bias can be given 
to children at this stage by the use of 
rural readers and of dbject-lessons which 
are chosen from farming topics; and then 
in the secondary schools they can get a 
sound scientific training not only, as in 


| the past, in the rudiments of chemistry 


and physics, as such, but also in their 
application to agricultural problems. 
Finally, the writers attach the utmost 
importance to the development of the 
College of Science. In this institution the 
Free State possesses an asset of almost 
inestimable value, and, as Jie Irish Home- 
stead says, it must form the apex of any 
scheme for agricultural education in the 
future. The need for agricultural educa- 
tion is obvious. Denmark, a country only 
one-third of Ireland's size, has won world 
supremacy, not on account of any natural 
advantages, but simply because the 
Danes’ recognised the value of agricul- 
tural education while the pioneers of the 
movement in Ireland were fighting a lone 
hand to overcome the prejudices ol 
centuries. The result is that, for instance, 
the average yield of Irish dairy herds is 
about two hundred gallons below the 
Danish average. The Irish Homestead 
is pointing the wey to a Letter condition 
of affairs; and we hope that when the ex- 
cursions and alerums of politica] turmoil 
have died down the Free State Govern- 
ment will adopt the broad outlines of the 
educational scheme which is sketched so 
ably by its contributors. At any rate, the 
proposals are worthy of the closest study. 
They ate purely constfuctive, and they 
have the further great edvantage of being 
cheap.

Bores. 


Ready-to-wear precepts for ensuring 
matrimenia] harmony have been uttered 
by more than one famous man of letters 
without exhaustion of the subject. In 
adding his mite Mr. W. L. George, the 
novelist, runs no risk of making married 
life the dull business that it might 
become if spouses always were as agree 
able to each other as the preceptors 


urge. Mr. George attempts nothing sweep- 
ing. “Do not bore one another,” he 
cautiously advises—sublimely anaware 


that human beings, including novelists, 
spend most of their time in boring other 
people. The world is full of tediously 
talkative young men, and, the more active 
‘are their brains, the more tiresome they 
become. Talking is with them the audible 
manifestation oí egomania. The old are 
equally boring, but the prolixity and 
repetition of age are less exasperating 
because we feel that there is no help for 
it. We shall be like thet ourselves some 
Tf men, young or old, should dis- 
course to their wives in the way in which 
they hold forth, when permitted, to their 
neighbours, the Divoree Court would have 
to work in three eight-hour shifts. They 
seldom make the attempt, however; and 
when husbands bore their wives it is by 
making them do, rather than bear, tedious 
things. Women, except those with a 
misgion in life, seldom bore men in the 
positive sense; but, since it is a woman's 
business in life to entertain her husband, 
she must accept the responsibility if she 
leaves him alone to be bored by himself. 
It can be seen readily that Mr. George's 
advice, far from being a handy guide to 
connubia] bliss, is a counsel of perfection.

The call to the English Bar of Mr. 
J. M. Beck, the United States Solicitor- 
General, establishes a precedent in the 
annals of Anglo-American comity. Many 
Americans have been called to the English 
Bar; for, unlike most countries, Great 
Britain admits the citizens of any nation, 
who choose to qualify in the ordinary way, 
to practise in her courts. Mr. Beck, how- 
ever, though he is already an Honorary 
Bencher of Gray’s Inn—a_ distinction 
which he received in recognition of his 
services to the Allies in the early days oi 
the war—has not qualified in the ordinary 
way. He has eaten no diners and has 
paseed no examinations; and, indeed, it 
would be a very unusual thing that a 
United States Cabinet Minister shovid 
undertake these preliminaries. Mr. Beck 
has been called to the English Bar for 
the very practical reason that, in certain 
litigation which will arise in the near 
future in the House of Lords, the United 
States Government is anxious to be repre- 
sented by its own counsel. Two courses 
were open. Mr. Beck could have been 
associated with English connse] op motion, 
as happens frequently in lawsuits in which 
foreigners are interested. The propriety 
of this: course in the case of the Law 
Officer of a foreign Government seemed to 
be doubtful. Mr. Beck's formal admission 
to the English Bar was not only a satis- 
factory solution of the difficulty, but gave 
‘England the opportunity of paying a grace-

TRADE OF BELFAST. 
-—-_ o—_ ' 
IMPORT AND EXPORT 
RETURNS. 


The export and i returns for the Port 
of Belinet for the three months ending dist 
March hare been issued by the Belfast Har- 
bour Commissioners. A feature of the returns 
is the increase in the number of iron and steel 
plates imported compared with the same three 
months last year, which reflects the improved 
position in the shipbuilding industrr. The 
quantity of plates increased from 6,941 tons to 
10,966 tone, and wrought and bar iron amd 
steel imported from 5,889 tons to 14,052 tons 
The imports of flax increased from 2.558 tons 
to 4,186 tons, and the linen exports from 
9,294 tons t 10.497 tons. - 

The erporte of ropes advanced from 415 
tons to 572 tons, and the associated twine ex- 
ports more than donbled—-viz., 41 tons, com- 
pared with 97 tons for the past tliree months. 
There is also an increase in the amount of 
manufactured tohecco exported. the figures 
being 825 tons, compafed a 995 tors since 
the Ist January last. . Butter exports declined 
from 108 to 69 tons, and there was a very big 
decline in the export of potatoes—8,735 tone, 
compared with 43,907 tons last year. Agri- 
cultore produce generally shows a «mailer ex- 
port, but there were 32,508 head of cattle ex- 
ported, compared with only 20.327 tor the 
same period last year.

n the early morning we embarked on the 
little steamer. It was packed with page 
of various nationalities, who throughout 
jturney eat and slept and slept and eat— 
‘except when roused to show their 
pesiperte, For as soon as we reached the 
Hungarian frontier we were made to have our 
passports examined and stamped, our pack- 
ages opened, our persons searched. But stand- 
ing on the deck of the steamer and looking down 
upon the Danube I was unable to detect any 
difference between the Austrian and Hun- 
garian portion of the river. For the Danube 
is no respecter of passports, and does not dis 
tinguish between one country and another 
through which it flows. . 

If we wanted to moralise we would find it 
teaching a very fine lesson on the subject of 
the newly awakened spirit of nationalism in 
Kurope, which is. destroying trade and pre- 
venting co-operation ; for its waters are always 
pointing the truth to anyone who cares to 
glance at the map of , that Europe is 
as one immense person who cannot be par- 
titioned up into water-tight compartments 
without injury to each compartment. The 
Danube is as a vein which runs right through 
the sick body of Europe. 

For a very long time we passed’ by nothi 
but woods on each side; long stretches ‘of 
woods where there was no vegetation of 
re of crops, or any sign of human 

abitation But occasionally the woods would 
clear, and then little lonely villages would ap- 
pear, at which the steamer stopped. Judgi 
superficially from the appearance, dress, “on 
bearing oí the people, it seemed that they 
were happy enough in their simple life with- 
out the cinema and the’ law courts, without 
the cup-final and the “' best-seller,” happy in 
being a little company all by themselves, “ the 
world forgetting and by the world forgot.”’ 


The Everlasting Woods. 


Going on we would be at once surrounded by 
these everlasting woods again. The extreme 
impression of loneliness which this part of the 
country imparted is difficult to describe. It 
did not seem as if anyone had ever lived here 
—or even died But at last as we came nearer 
to Budapest the scene began to change. The 
river grew Mississippi-like in its dimensions. 
The banks became mountains. The red even- 
ing sun threw less light upon the waters. 
Sometimes _ we an old 
battered fortress which apoleon had 
used in the days when France was hungry 
and, as robber of the world, had sent her 
legions on a quest ef false and sullied glory, 
standing there upon the mountain side as 
dead and finished as the great soldier him- 
mi ig had done so little good to anyone 
at all. 

When the time comes when we can under- 
stand river-language, we will learn much 
from the Danube. why should we not 
learn river-language’ If we grant, as we do, 
that birds have a lan e of their own— 
in fact, that all anima ave the means of 
carrying on a cQnversation—I know not now 
it will be proved that there is no conversa- 
tion between the hills, the rivers, and the 
trees. Indeed, | am sure that-I have often 
heard great talk amongst the ripples and 
the rapids ct the waters of the world, anu 
who has not listened to the sound of laughter 
in the trees? The time will come when we 
shall be able to learn Bird-language, Tree- 
language, River-language with text-books and 
rammar no less easily than we now 

in and French. 

When that time comes I shall ‘take an 
aeroplane and fly to the banks of the Danube 
and listen to her prophecies. And who can 
doubt that she wi ve much to tell me, 


to the Black © rose or 
fell or ever Arpad slew the Slavs, and will 
flow onwards still long after the greatness 
and the glory of the Western World is but 
as a tale told in the evening by the monarchs 
of the East. 


The Beauty of Budapest. 


It was dark when we approached Budapest. 
The “river cuts the city in two. On one side 
is Pest, the work-a-day part; on the other 
side is Buda, the residential part upon a hill. 
Several beautiful suspension bridges join the 
two together. So, perhaps, the number of 
lights can be imagined. The lights to the 
left in Pest, the Tights to the right, as if 
hanging in mid-air (so dark was it), upon 
the hill of Buda, the lights of the vehicles 
crossing ‘the suspension bridges, and the 
various boat lights made a welcome change 
after the lonely woods. I write this after the 
event, in order to get the whole picture of 
the journey clear. But I find taat I have 
forgotten hali t scene which I saw 
entering Budapest. All of us seem to spend 
our lives forgetting things—forgetting the 
books we have read, forgetting the people 
we have liked, forgetting the scenery we have 
meee Luckily, this cuts both ways. If 
we forget the good things, we likewise forget 
the bad ones. If I cannot remember all the 
details of the scene above, neither can I 
remember all the details of the ation 
which I witnessed in the hospital at Vienna. 
It was but one day's journey from Vienna 
to Budapest. But we ssed into an 
entirely new world. We come from a 
lifeless city and a people depressed and 
humbled. We found ourselves amongst the 
“newly awakened Magyars,”’ who had one

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THE TOMATO. 


How To Grow It. 


(BY HORTENSIS.) 
an almost universal 


HE tomato is I ; 
| favourite, popular alike with the 
gardener, the cook and the epicure— 


with the gardener because it is long-suffering, 
prolific and profitable; with the cook and the 
epicure because it makes a delicious dish in a 
variety of ways, and because it mingles and 
co-operates in a friendly spirit with other 
delicacies. 

The tomato may be grown in heated or cold 
greenhouses and frames, or even in 4@ sheltered 
position in the open air. Anyone thinking of 
cropping a cold greenhouse or a cold frame 
with tomatoes would do well to turn their 
attention to the matter at once. If plants have 
been raised in heat, they must be well hardened 
off by the gradual admission of more air and 
by the siackening off of fire heat, until they 
e fit to be moved into a-cooler atmosphere 
without fear of a check. Many people who 
possess no heated house do not attempt to 
raise their own plants, but buy them from a 
nursery when they are ready for their final 
quarters. As 

If this course ia to be taken, preparations 
must be made before the plants are ordered, 
so that they may be planted immediately upon 
arrival. If possible, they should be chosen by 
the purchaser, but if this cannot be done they 
should be bought from a reliable nursery man. 
Cheap plants from an unknown grower gene- 
rally prove a snare and a delusion, and some- 
times end in disease and death. Another im- 
portant consideration is the choice of varieties. 
Between good and mediocre varieties of 
tomatoes there is as much difference as there 
is between the best butter and margarine. 
Some of the well-tried varieties, such as Ailsa 
Craig, Kondine Red, Fillbasket and Bide’s 
Recruit, are always safe to grow. Prooi of 
this may be found in all the trade papers at 
this time of the year, where thousands of 
plants are offered for sale, and year after year 
these varieties predominate. 


Warming The Soil. 


_ Before buying the plants see that the soil in 
which they are to be planted is nicely warmed. 
It should be brought into the greenhouse or 
frame some time before the plants are ready 
a into it. If possible, use new or virgin 
soil, such as stacked sods from a pasture, 
chopped down fine, and mixed with a little 
old mortar or slaked lime and a: 
sprinkling of ashes from the bonfire. Ii stac 
turf is not to be had, a leading grower recom- 
mends the following substitute :—‘* After re- 
moving the top soil to a depth of eight or 
twelve inches, dig some of the next layer of 
soil; this has been tried on a large and 
has proved very good for tomatoes. 

_ The soil io te avoided for young plants is 
rich soil containing a large amount of decayed 
animal manure, or even artificial manure. 
Though tomatoes are feeders, they cann6t 
stand over-manuring until they are growin 
strongly, and even then too much manure wi 
cause luxuriant leaf growth and lack of fruit. 
It is con! to place a layer of old, well. 
decayed manure at the bottom of the pot or 
box, where it will serve as drainage, and will 
be ready for use when the plant requires extra 
food, than to mix it with the soil at the time 
of planting. , : 
ianta that are bought írom pots may be 
planted straight sway as their áine nate 
or borders. Plants known as “ transplanted ”’ 
are best potted up on arrival into three-inch 
pe, as this ns the fruiting period. 
They should be potted fairly firmly, placed 
in the warmest corner of the house, until they 
begin to root again, and shaded from hot 
sun for a day or two. This is the most 
critical time in the young plant's life, and 
if they are overwatered at this period they 
wil] not survive. No plant, and especially a 
young tomato, should given water unless 
it needs it. If it is dry, give it a thorough 
soaking ; if it is not dry, leave it alone—never 
water any plant for fear it should be dry 
later on. More plante are killed by lack of 
thought in wetering than in any other way. 
If a tomato plant is happy and content its 
leaves should be a good deep healthy green, 
with a very slight blue tinge. If too little 
air and too much heat are being given the 
stems become long and drawn, and the leaves 
and stems become pale green. Short joints and 
frequent flower trusses are to aimed at, 
with a moderate amount of foliage of a good 
deep colour. Too much air and too chiily 
an atmosphere will check growth, and the 
plants will become dark blue with dark blue 
stems. The remedy for this is to give very 
little air until the plants start growing freely 
again. When the pots are full of roots the 
plants are ready for their permanent quarters. 


For the final as or planting a little 
very well decayed stable or farmyard manure | 
may be mixed in with the soil at the rate of one 
art in five, also artificial manure, such as 
nemeal, sulphate of potash, or special 
tomato manure, at the rate of a Ceilte, ag t 
to a barrow-load of soil. A good sprinkling 
of lime or mortar rubbish and wood ashes and 
soot will make compost such as the tomato 


will relish. After firm planting give a ig“ 
soaking, and then do not be surprised if no 
more water is required íor some time. Lhe 


colour of the leaves may be taken as a -ghidé, 
both for temperature and for féeáing. 
Yellowish leaves mean that the time has come 
to give a soaking of liquid manure, about 
twice a week, when the plant is still moist 
from a drink of clear water. 

' As the plants grow they must be tied in to 
a cane or strung up to the roof with soft 
string. When they come into flower the 
atmosphere must be kept dry at mid-day, and 
the plants must be pollinated with a brush 
or by tapping the stem sharply to make the 
pollen fly. All side shoots must be pinched 
out directly they appear, and as soon as four 
or five trusses of = us — the Mu 
rowi int shoul piric out also;

to draw up the sap. While the fruit is

THE ORIGIN OF 
SHRAPNEL. 


———— 


(BY “L.”’) 

. BOUT the middle of the last century a 
A certain Captain Henry Shrapnel, of the 
3rd Dragoon Guards, was in command 
of one of the many military barracks in 
Ireland, he was the son of the man who won 
iame by his invention of a deadly type of 
projectile, and whose name has been incor- 
porated in the English language. The story 
of the elder Henry Shrapnel’s life is one of 
wil with little reward, for in spite of the 
enthusiastic praise which his invention re- 
ceived from the foremost English military 
chiefs of bis day he died in 1842 a sadly dis- 

appointed man. 

He was a young lieutenant of artillery, only 
twenty-three years old, when the idea of a 
new type of shell came into his mind, and for 
nearly twenty years he devoted all his leisure 
time and all the money he could spare to the 
perfecting of this and some other less im- 
portant inventions. The idea of the Shrapnel 
shell is simple. While all the shells pre- 
viously in use were filled with powder and 
were chiefly used for the destruction of walls 
and fortifications, his was to be a man-killing 
machine, so he made the walls thinner .and 
filled the case with bullets, adding a small 
bursting charge, Just stronz enough to spread 
the builets without disturbing their flight, 
which would scatter them over a considerable 
area with the same velocity which the shell 
had when it burst. The charge was exploded 
by a fuse, timed to act when the shell was 
about a hundred yards in front of its 
objective.’ Various changes have been 
adopted in recent years with the introduction 
of rifled guns and elongated projectiles, but 
the main principle of the shrapnel shell has 
remained unchanged. : 

The new shell was first recommended for 
general use by the Board of Ordnanee In 
1804, and was used with great success In the 
attack on Surinam in that year. Wellington 
used it in the Peninsular War, and thought, 
it, so valuable a discovery that he wished the 
invention to be kept a profound secret, sug- 
at the same time that compensation 
be made to the inventor for the de- 
privation of fame and honour which this 
secrecy would entail. Sir George Wood, who 
commanded the artillery at Waterloo, wrote 
to Shrapnel three days after the battle, 
attributing the victory to the assistance 
rendered by his shell. Similar letters poured 
in to the inventor, and various hints at sub- 
stantial recognition were made, but the years 
passed and i“ received nothing. When he 
was gazetted a colonel he wrote to the Board 
of Ordnance pointing out that he had reason 
to expect some reward for nearly thirty years’ 
work and the expenditure of thousands of 

unds in perfecting his invention. The 
Board replied briefly that they had “' no funds 
at their disposal for the reward of merit,” 
but shortly after the Treasury granted him a 
pension of £1,200 a year for life. 

This reward, however, proved in the end a 
doubtful erp. ó for it was whenever 
the question of promotion in rank or re- 
muneration for any of Shrapnel’s other inven- 
tions was raised, and in the end he would 
have been far better off if the grant had never 
been made. In 1837 he was made a lieutenant- 
general, and the King, William IV., signified 
a desire to bestow some honour on him. 
Shrapnel wished for something that would 
descend to his son, and he was eventually 
promised a baronetcy. But the King died 
and the honour. was nevér conferred. After

| LESCHETITZKY. 
A Coan! ‘Teacher. 


(BY MATUSCHKA,) 
a is a name known to Con- 


tinental musical people, particularly 

Russian, Austrian and Polish people, 
not as a composer, but as a great teacher of 
music. I suppose he was the greatest teacher 
of the piano of his day. If one is living in 
a place one does not hear the obvious gozsip— 
even though it may be interesting—for the 
simple reason that everyone else knows all 
about it, Thus, it was only to-day that I read 
that Leschetitzky had four wives, although I 
was one of the people entitled to go to his 
celebrated nal Wednesdays—having been 
for a time a pupil of an assistant. 

On one of those Wednesdays I met the last 
of his wives, who had been a Mile. Gabrielle 
von Roborska, a Pole, like the professor him- 
self. . At that time she used to help with the 
music lessons—his usual fees pre-war being 
three guineas a lesson—and she gave concerts 
herself also. His pupils said that che never 
called her husband Theodor, or Dori, or any 
of the Russian, Polish, or German abbrevia- 
tion, but: “ Du, Professor. ' 

Now I can see that, as all his wives had 
been pupils, This method of address rather 
simplitied matters. She was a most charm- 
ing and elegant person, and received the 
pupils on those second Wednesdays in a very 
gracious fashion. There were Russians, Poles, 
French, Americans, and a few Austrians and 
Germans to be found at his house, but the 
redominating nationality was Russian. 

Leschetitzky was an Austrian Pole by birth. 
Before he came to Vienna he had taught at 
the Conservatoire in st, Petersburg, but 
having come to Vienna, he settled there for 
ever. He spent a grer. deal of time—holiday 
| time in Isehyl, in Tyrol, a place fre 
quented also the Austrian Emperor, 
| for shooting, and by many fashionable people. 
| Here Leschetitaky met Brahms in his youth. 
j They were good friends while hating each 
| other’s compositions. But Leschetitzky was 
| a teacher first. He composed one opera, ‘Die 


i orste Falte,’’ produced in Mannheim, and 
| various piano soles, such as L Aven, La 
Source, Bacagoile;-compositions which Hratms 


styled ‘‘little things. 
| He was the teacher of Paderewski and 
| Mark Hambourg. To poor and talented pupils 
| he was extremely kind, but he had not much 
| patience with rich idlers. He would refuse 
to teach them. Indeed, he refused to teach 
many people. A musician said to me once: 
‘The Vienese Conservatoire, the Vienese Qon- 
servatoire, indeed! -I tell you the worst 
Leschetitzky pupil is better than the best 
Conservatoirist."’ But an author who lived 
in the same house as a Leschetitzky pupil said 
to me: “I hate all musicians—but the Les- 
chetitzkys are the worst beasts of all” I 
know what his torture was—it was the con- 
centration—and that was Leschetitzky’s ever- 
lasting advice, ‘* Concentrate !”’ 

“The bystander ought to know by his atti- 
tude what chord he is going to play before he 
plays it. Each chord has its own physiog- 
nomy.”” And, again, “If you play the wrong 
note either you don’t know what the note is— 
or where it is.” 

Among numbers of musical people in Vienna 
he was simply known as ¢he professor. I re- 
member him as a red-faced but distinguished 
old gentleman, with much bright light falling 
on his white hair. At the time he waa calling 
out fiercely to a hitle girl of fifteen, 
I tell you softly.”

tion afforded by taking it up, the amateur 
will, if sufficiently painstaking, ba able to 
reducaq his tobacco '”” by many pounds m 
the course of the year. 

The prospect is alluring, inasmuch as he 
will not have to pay any duties on his pro- 
duce, and, in addition, he may enjov the 
fragrant weed for the bare cost of its produc- 
tion. Culture difficulties need not cause the 
amateur any uneasiness. It is, of course, 
necessary. to get the right kind of seed, and, 
possibly, the Virginian will suit the Irish soil 
best. Botanically it is known as “‘ Victiana 
Tebacom,”’ though in certain parts of Ireland 
the Turkish or Syrian variety has been found 
moype satisfactory. 

he modus operandi is simple. Tie seeds 
are sown in a frame. and planted out in early 
summer. and the harvest is gathered in late 
September or early October. The plants are 
cut, off close to the ground, and strung on 
small rods, which are suspended in a 
drying shed. It is here mistakes are 
liable to occur. The drying must be done 
correctly, or the crop will be spoiled So many 
factors enter here that it is best to say that 
the first vear will very likely see many mis- 
caleulations in the amount of air, the regula- 
tion of heat, the question of moisture, and 
go forth, and from these mistakes enough wil! 
be learned to put things right for the second 


season. 

All kinds of special processes are used in 
commercial undertakings, which need not 
trouble the amateur. He has only to remem- 
ber one vital point. When the leaves are 
dry they are very brittle, and just before 
stripping he must give them a sort of vapour 
bath, whicn enables them to be handled 
without @danger. They can then be packed 
tight, and bound round with sacking into a 
kind of éad. The amateur has then a cake 
of tobacco exactly like that which is used in 
the Navy. 

By becoming his own grower, the pound of 


tobacco, which new costs anything from 14s. 
upwards, may be produced by the amateur

á voyage across the Atlantic íor sooth- .

energy. That week or more at sea just serves 
to detach one for a while from the old in- 
terests, and prepare the mind to receive fresh 
impressions.

younger generation of English poets to realise 
that thev. at least, did not allow their patriot- 
isan to be obscured by intellectual casuistry. 
At the call to arms they were among the first 
to respond, aud many of those in whose hands 
the future of English leiters rested now Le| in 
Flanders or Gallipoli. Most of them were foo 
young to have given more than a promise ot 
their powers, and of these Rupert browuxe 1s 
probably the most distinguished. To the 
general public he is best known as the authOr 
of the sonnet beginning :— 

“ lí I should die, think only this of me: | 
That there’s some corner of a foreign heid 
That is forever England ' — | 

but in the nine years of his literary produtti- 

vity he bas left behind a slender volume! of 
verse which deserves something more than 
casual mention. 

Brooke, like most of his contemporaries, was 
one of those who are intensely in love with 
life. Among his many activities, whether he 
was acting in Faustus at Cambridge, or play- 
ing for his school XV. at Rugby, this iove of 
life was the most essential trait in his charac- 
ter. He was tremendously interested in every- 
thing,: and tremendously eager to take an 
active part in whatever was going on. “I 
can watch,’ he said, 'a dirty, middle-aged 
tradesman fer hours, and love every dirty. 
greasy, sulky wrinkle in his weak chin, and 
every button on his spotted, unclean waist- 
coat.” It may too much to say that the 
faculty of being vicariously interested is, 
characteristic of the present generation, but it 
is certain that few possessed this faculty to a 
greater extent than Rupert Brooke. 

His intense activity, physica! and intellec- 
tual, was not without its drawbacks. At times 
his interest in things in general, and in peetrv 
in particular, sank to a verv low ebb, indeed. 
leaving the unhappy poet gasping in an 
atmosphere of pessimism and despair. 

When we turn to his works we find some 
verses of intense feeling, mixed with much 
that is delightfully whimsical, and a little;
